Publick Conventions, I believe, are 
liable to all the Infirmities, Follies 
and Vices of private Mene An Excep- 
tion however may be made of fuch 
Affemblies who aé& by univerfal Con- 
cert, upon publick Principles, and for 
publick Ends; who debate without un- 
becoming Warmths, or Influence from 
particular Leaders and Inflamers. When 
therefore we meet with a Vote or Re-

There is one Circumftance of Par- 
ties moft pernicious; and I fhould be 
glad to know, that becaufe Bibulus the 
Partyman is perfwaded that Clodius and 
Curio do really propofe the Good of 
their Country, therefore he fhould 
be wholly guided by them as to the 
Means and Meafures. May not Clodius 
be borne away by Paflion, Malice or 
Revenge ? and Curio corrupt and mer- 
cenary ? "Tis below the Dignity of 
human Nature and Reafon to be enga- 
ged in any Party. 

This Influence of One upon Many 
Geferves owr Reflections upon what 
Diddorus tells us of one Charondas, a 
Lawgiver to the Sybarites, an ancient 
People of Ztaly, who provided a Sta- 
tute, that whoever propofed and Alte- 
ration to be made, fhould do it with 
a Rope about his Neck ; If the Matter 
propofed was approved it fhould pafs 
into a Law ; if not, the Propofer to 
be immediately hanged. 

No two Things in Nature are fo 
different as a reprefenting Commoner 
in his Funétion, and rhe fame Perfon 
in the common Offices of Life. Here 
he allows himfelf to be upon a Level 
with the reft of Mortals; but in an 
Affembly he afieéts aSet of very difie- 
rent Alrs. 

One Thing deferves Regard. When 
the Act pafled fome Years ago againft 
Bribery at Eleétions, "twas faid we 
fhould bedeceiv’d in itsConfequences; 
and fo it prov’d, and many have 
wifh’d fince that Matters had continu- 
ed upon the old Foot.
